- that structure was not only-competitive 


between all rail lines in‘southern ‘Cali- 
fornia, but also truck competition was 
keen due to the short haul from 08 
Angeles and its harbor. 

While traffic for the central portion 
‘Was non-competitive so far as rail de- 
livery was concerned, the transcon- 
tinental traffie was highly competitive 
at the first junction point with our 
short haul connections and with steam- 
ship lines through the Panama Canal. 
Local traffic was even more competitive 
bocause the through trucking distance 
from Los Angeles to most distant job 
is less than 200 miles and only 90 miles 
to most westerly job that could be 
served by 8. P. 

So, in order to get a sizable share of 
the business, S. P. had to figure on 


_ local traffic moving 142 miles from Los 


Angeles by rail and then 57 miles by 
truck from Mecca to most distant job; 
or 82 miles by rail.to Cabazon and a 
‘truck“haul of two miles ‘to the nearest 
job. Other points of transfer were: In- 
dio, involving truck haul of 20 miles, 
and Garnet, with haul of 1314 miles. 
To work out the details of mecting 
this competitive ‘situation and to pro- 
vide centralized contact with the 
Metropolitan District officers and con- 
tractors, .a special “burcau was es- 
tablished in the Los Angeles General 
Freight Dep’t with Ass’t. General 
Freight Agent A.M. Levy in charge, 
assisted by City Freight Agent H. A‘ 
Hansen and Rate Clerk G. H. Hall, 
Since the largest freight item moved 
by 8. P. was cement (3,753,701 barrels 
up to March 30 this. yéar), it is ‘of in- 
‘terest “to note what the. competitive 
factors were and how the-business, onee 
obtained,:was handled. by the railroad

for rail service, and submitted the total 
figure to the District ag a bid for the 
haul from cement mills direct to eon- 
struction headquarters ‘on the’ aque- 
duct. As a result, 8. P. won both bids. 

Of the total cement tonnage to date, 
PMT has moved 2,750,000 barrels fram. 
the four rail transfer points. Peak of 
the movement was during November, 
1936; when 11 tractors and 22 semi- 
trailer units of a type specially designed 
by the Trucking Co:, also 14 dump 
trucks and four miscellaneous sorvice 
units, were being operated. 


1,600,000 Miles of Hauling 

Delivery of this-quantity of cement 
was in units of about 10 tons ‘to each 
truck or trailer; thus about -52,000 
truck -or trailer loads have been de 
livered since Sept. 1934; involving the 
traveling of over’ 1,500,000 ~ miles. 
Busiest transfer point was at. Mecca: 
Hauling in small. volome .is about 
finished at Indio, but will continue for 


-some ‘time from Cabazan. 


Three methods were used to transfer 


.the bulk cement from railroad. cars:to 


‘trucks. ‘When the haul was first started, 


the transfer was done by hand shoveling 


the cement into two-wheoled cone carts 
which were pushed onto the top of the 
truck and the cement. poured through 
the bottom ‘of the cone. Next a eom- 
pressed air system was adopted. - This 
‘equipment pulled the cement from the 
car through a device resembling a huge 
vacuum cleaner, from which it was 
forced through pipes by compressed air 


“into .an ‘overhead .silo: and in turn 


poured into the trucks. .Later installa~ 
tions were known as the seraper system, 
shich consisted simply of.a drag scraper 
pulled by ‘a-winch dragging the cement 
from “the ends’ of the car. to’a hopper

PIFTY-FOUR. years’ of continuous 
railroad service. came to a. close 
June 1 for Freight ‘Traffic Manager 
TH. Plaisted, of Chicago, who for 
many years has been recognized as one 
of the nation’s outstanding rail traffic 
authorities. On that date he retires 
from active service under the pension 
rales of the Company. 

Suceceding to the important traffic 
post is W. W. Hale who moves to 
Chicago from Houston where he has 
been goneral freight trafic manager of 
the Company’s lines in Texas and 
Louisiana (the Texas & New Orleans 
Railroad Co.) He takes the newly 
created position of general traffic mana- 
ger, with general control and super- 
vision of the solicitation and’ develop- 
ment of freight and passenger traffic 
for Southern Pacific, T&NO, and 5. P. 
Steamship Lines in the middle western, 
eastern, and southeastern territories. 
He reports to Vice Presidents J. T. 
Saunders and. F. §. McGinnis. 

C. T. Colictt, formerly assistant 
freight traffic manager, is now freight 
traffic manager at Chicago, and O, P. 
Bartlett will continue there as passen- 
ger traffic manager. Both these officers 
report to Mr. Hale. At the same time, 
W. G. Peoples, who has been general 
agent at Atlanta, becomes assistant to 
the general traffic manager in Chicago. 

Freight Traffic organization of the 
Texas and Louisiana lines is now 
headed by: F. L. Gordon, freight traffic 
manager; J. Wi, Carter and C. H. Owen, 
assistant freight traffic managers; and. 
W. H. Stakelman, general freight agent. 

Mr. Plaisted was born June 9, 1866, 
at Cincinnati and began railroad work 
aga clerk in. October, 1884, for the 
Kansas City, Fort Seott & Gulf Road 
(now &t.L-S.F.). In March, 1889, he 
went to the Union Pacific as a clerk 
at Salt Lake City and in January, 1893 
advanced to traveling freight agent 

° there. ‘Then followed a scries of moves 
with the Union Pacific as traveling 
freight agent at San Francisco and

Boise, where in:1903 he became district 
freight and passenger agent for Oregon 
Short ‘Line.. Two years later he re- 
turned to Salt’ Lake. City as assistant 
general freight agent for the Short Line. 
In January, 1912 he went to New York 
as assistant to director of traffic for 
Southern Pacific aid Union Pacific 
systems, and the following year took 
the same title for 8. P. alone. Later in 
1913 he became assistant director of 
traffic and in June, 1925 moved to 
Chicago as assistant to vice president 
of S. P., where in July the following 
year he advanced to his recent position 
as freight traffic manager. 

All of Mr. Hale's railroad service of 
87 years has been with Southern Pa- 
cific. He started as a clerk in the

superintendent of transportation in San 
Francisco, In succeeding years he held 
a variety of positions that gave him 
wide experienec in both on-line and 
off-line trafic territories.

ment administration. In 1920 he was 
appointed general agent for 8S. P. at 
Detroit and in 1929 returned to San 
Francisco as assistant to freight traffie 
manager. Next step was to general 
freight agent at Portland in 1932.and 
two years later to his recent position 
with the T&NO at Houston. 

Since joining S. P. in 1912, Mr. 
Collett has been commercial agent ‘at. 
Oklahoma City, general ‘agent at 
Kansas City, St. Louis and Chicago, 
and as assistant to traffic manager and 
ass’t freight traffic manager at. Chicago. 

Mr. Bartlett’s railroad service began 
with the Louisville & Nashville in 1891, 
and since coming to'S. P. in 1911 has 
been general agent at Birmingham and 
Cincinnati, assistant general agent at 
Chicago, general eastern freight agent 
at New York, and has been passenger 
traffic manager at Chicago since 1929. 

Mr. Peoples has been with 8S. P. 
since February 1920 when he became 
traveling agent at Birmingham. In 
October 1925 he was appointed travel- 
ing freight and passenger agent in the 
same territory, and had been general 
agent at Atlanta since February 1937.

In making known: Mr. Shoup’s:de- 
cision to leave Southern Pacific's ser- 
vice, as well as to retire as a member of 
the Board of Directors and of the Ex- 
ceutive Committce,. Chairman Hale 
Holden said: 

“Mr. Shoup’s service with the Com- 
pany and its subsidiaries has extended 
over a period approximating 47 years, 
during which ‘he has served in various 
capacities carrying major responsibili- 
ties which he has executed with dis- 
tinction and complete fidelity. Recog- 
nition has been given in connection with 
his retirement, of this long and faithful 
service. My own good wishes and those 
of all members of the Board go with it.” 


Had a Paper Route 


Paul Shoup started in the business 
world by delivering papers in San Ber- 
nardino, his birthplace. Later he acted. 
as local correspondent for a Los Angeles 
newspaper and after graduating from 


_ high school, at the age of 17,.obtained a 


clerical job in the mechanical depart- 
ment of the Santa Fe at San Bernardino. 

A few months later. he launched his 
career with Southern Pacific as a ticket 
clerk in the railroad’s San Bernardino 
office.. Possessing great eagerness to 
learn; ‘he studied freight tariffs, sten- 
ography and telegraphy, and it was not 
jong before he advanced to the position 
of assistant station agent. 

Mr. Shoup showed such aptitude for 
sailroad traffic work that-he was given 


“a job in the office of the assistant gen- 


eral passenger agent at the General 
Office in San Francisco, where he took 
charge of detail work in connection with 
promoting the Company’s Sunset 
Route from San Francisco to New Or- 
leans. 

During this time he cultivated a nat- 
ural ability to write. Much of his writ- 
ing found ready publication, and at one

time he’ seriously considered ‘abandon- 
ing railroad work to devote himself.to 
literary -pursuits.. Early.in 1898 he 
helped create “Sunset Magazine” as a 

publication devoted primarily to pub- 
letaing the Sunset. Limited, which had 
been inaugurated but a few years‘ be- 
fore, and -in popularizing attractions 
along Southern ‘Pacifie’s lines in gen- 
eral. During the 15 years the railroad 
owned the publication Mr, Shoup took. 
@ more or lass active path in its super- 
vision. 

In 1901 Mr. Shoup was given his first 
official position as district freight and 
passenger agent at San Jose. Then fol- 
lowed steady advancement in the Traf- 
fic Department. He was at Portland 
for some time as ‘assistant general 
freight agent and was recalled to San 
Francisco as assisiant general passenger 
agent to assist in the rehabilitation 
work following the earthquake and fire 
in 1906. 

Next, in 1910, he was appointed as- 
sistant general manager in charge of 
Southern Pacifie’s municipal and inter- 
urban electric lines in several California 
cities, and two yoars later became presi- 
dent.of the Pacific Electric Railway, at 
the same time retaining charge of the 
Company’s electric lines in. Fresno, 
Stockton, San Jose and Oakland. 


During War Period 
When the World War came and the 
government took over operation of the 
nation’s railroads, ‘Mr. Shoup was 
made vice president in charge of the 
property interests of Southern Pacific 


-and its affiliated and -proprietary ccn- 


cerns, When the railroads were re- 
turned to private ownership in 1920 he 
was named vice president and assistant 
to the president, and‘in 1925 was ap- 
pointed executive vice president. He 
became president of Southern Pacific 
in’ 1929, following the retirement of 
Wm. Sproule, and left-that post to be- 
come vice chairman, with headquarters 
in New York, in 1932, 

Along with railroad work, Mr. Shoup 
has long been active in civic affairs. He

Good. Will Built 
On Good Service 


Following taken from an address 
made by Paul Shoup a fow years ago 
sots forth somo fundamental prin- 
ciplos that make for tho raflroad's suc- 
cess In dealing with its customers; 
“QERVICE is not merely the per- 

funetory carrying on of busi- 
ness. It must be given with the 
spirit of giving service. If all along 
the line everyone feels that he is 
part of the railroad company and 
represents the company in his deal- 
ings with patrons; that his actions 
and demeancr represent to the pa- 
tron the spirit of the company, then 
he will have a proper view of the 
very best way.of establishing good 
public relationship. There is noth- 
ing quite so powerful in the world as 
personal contact between man and 
man, and the nature of that contact 
determines the benefit that will 
accrue to the interests that he is 
serving. 

“Public good will is determined 
and made known largely, not by 
someone sitting in the general office 
or in the superintendent’s office, but 
| by the men out on the firing line who 

come in contact day by day with the 

patrons. ‘Upon‘these‘men who actu- 
ally mect in person the people doing 
business. with the -raitroad—ticket 
salesmen, freight agents, conductors, 
‘|: brakemen, and. so forth—~depends 
the good will that the public should 
‘| “have for: us, and, I might ‘say, the 
good will we'in turn liave for them. 
| That’ does not mean ‘there .can’.be 
lack of sympathetic,” interested and

GH 4in-the Sierra“ Nevada -moun- 
tains .of California, where the 
:tracks of Southern. Pacific’s Overland 
Route wind around a:‘rocky point over- 
looking. the American ‘River Canyon, 
a railroad signboard rends “Cape Horn.” 
It is a station in name only, for no 
trains have. scheduled stops there and 
the sole inhabitants are Bartelo Sper- 
unza, section foreman; his wife, and 
members of Speranza’s work crew. 

Except for the railroad, Cape Horn 
is cut off from civilization. It cannot 
be reached by highway, and not even 
# mountain trail conneets it with the 
nearest town, Colfax, five miles west. 
So the Speranzas and their mainten- 
ance workers live in a little world apart. 

It isn’t so bad for Section Foreman 
“Bart” and his crew. Their work of 
keeping up.readbed and rails calls for 
a lot of traveling, even though the Cape 
Horn section is only 4.2 miles in length. 
But Mrs. Speranza’s field of action is 
limited to her home and its small yard, 
near the tracks on the narrow mountain 
shelf of the railroad’s right of way. 

If she had been born to the Joneliness 
of the life she now leads, there’d be no 
wonder at the contentment and happi- 
ness of the section foreman’s wife. But 
she wasn’t. Before her marriage pine 
years ago, Mrs. Speranza was widely 
traveled, as a school teacher and Iady’s 
companion, and even now in the seclu- 
sion of her mountain home she is far 
more aware of what’s going on in the 
world than the average big city dweller, 

Which brings us to our story—the 
story of “Picinin,” the dog of unknown 
ancestry,. who mects all passenger 
trains, day and night, at Cape Horn 
signboard asthe faithful ally of his mis- 
tress in-her urge to keep abreast of the 
times. 

The Speranzas, you-see, found out 
> long.ago that radio reception couldn’t 
be depended upon in their part of the 
mountains, So the factis they have no 
radio today,’ Rather, they depend upon

PROGRAM: Let ‘Ra ilroads Price Their 


Own Product, Urges Fletcher in Recovery Plan 


PPLICATION of “simple principles 

of justice ‘and fair play, coupled 
with ‘sound,’ ordinary. business . prin- 
ciples” as a solution of the present crit- 
ical railroad situation was urged by 
R. V. Fletcher, vice president and gen- 
eral counsel of the Association. of 
American -Railroads,. in an address in 
New York City’ May 5. 

Discussing “The Railroad Program,” 
Fletcher said the Interstate Commerce 
Commission -has exploded the theory 
thst the unsatisfactory financial con- 
dition of the railroads results from ox- 
cessive fixed charges, or that the rem- 
edy lies in repudiation of their debts. 
« “Neither do well informed persons,” 
Fletcher continued, “now talk about ex- 
cessive capitalization nor water in such 
capitalization. The Commission’s lat- 
est finding of value is a figure of approx- 
imately 20 billion dollars, which must 
be compared with the figure of 1834 
billions representing total par value 
of all outstanding stocks and bonds. 

“Viewing the railroads as a whole, 
we have, then, 4 20 billion dollar plant, 
with a sound capital structure, serving 
the public admirably, paying the high- 
est, wages in history, at rates lower than 
in the post-war, pre-depression period, 
aided by no government subsidies, 
direct or indirect.” 

Fat for the Famine 

Fletcher said the primary. trouble 
today “is the unprecedented slump in 
almost every form of business activity.” 

“It isa mere truism to say that the 
prime need of the railroads is net rail- 
way. operating income, the spread be~ 
tween income-and expenses,” he con- 
tinued. . “At the present time, that 
spread is practically non-cxistent.”

Fletcher said that under the present 
rates making tule laid down by Con- 
gress requiring consideration ‘be given 
to the effect of rates upon the move- 
ment of traffic, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has construed this 
as authority to substitute its own judg- 
ment for that of the carriers in estab- 
lishing rates. 

“The rate-making rule, Section 15a 
of the Interstate Commerce Act,” he 
added, “should be rewritten so as to re- 
turn the control of the railroads to their 
owners in this vital matter of price fix- 
ing. By far the best method of bring- 
ing this about is to restore the standard 


of the right of the roads to earn a fair .. 


return upon a definite rate base. which 
will have some relation to value. We 
submit, therefore, as a prominent plank 
in our platform, the need of a revision 
of the rate-making rule, laying empha- 
sis upon a fair return, subject, of course, 
to the I. C. C.’s authority to condemn 
unreasonable and discriminatory rates. 

“Of importance equal to the need for 


the privilege of increasing revenue is the _ 
necessity of reducing expenses. . To 


this end, every possible economy is be- 
ing practiced, and every known device 
resorted to, to increase efficiency. . But 
in a crisis such as the present one, these 
methods will not meet the situation.

: CAR RULES: Keep ‘Home’ and ‘Foreign’ 


Freight Cars Moving Properly, Is Urgent Plea 


FRvERY officer.and employe who has 
any responsibility.in the handling 
and routing of freight cars is urgently 
requested to give utmost attention to 
the campaign now being conducted .on 
all railroads of the nation to achieve 
uniform interpretation and strict ab- 
servance of rules laid down by -the 
Association of American’ Railroads to 
govern the cconomical and efficient 
movement of freight cars throughout 
the country. 

Several car service rules meetings 
have already been held at strategic 
points on Pacific Lines in cooperation 
with representatives of the Car Service 
Division of the AAR, and others are 
seheduled for the near future. In addi- 
tion to freight traffic officers and em- 
ployes whose duties’ require them to 
contact the shipping public in relation 
to car-supply,it-is hoped these meet- 
ings also will be well attended ‘by. super~ 
intendents, car service agents, train- 
asters, dispatchers, ‘transportation in- 


spectors, car distributors, yardmasters, 
switch foremen, yard clerks, freight 
agents, freight station clerks, loading 
foremen, cat foremen and car inspectors. 

At these meetings the car service 
rules (copies of which are available or 
on file at all division offices) are dis- 
eussed at length, giving everyone an 
opportunity to ask questions so there 
may -be-no misunderstanding-as to the 
meaning of the rules or how they should.
